Pity the poor MPs: 
so misunderstood, 
so undervalued 


I feel a little bit sorry, in a kind of insin¬ 
cere way, for Jack Straw and Malcolm 
Rifkind who were stitched up by 
Channel Four news this week. 

They were filmed discussing what 
they could do for a company - for the 
right price - and then it turned out that 
company was a team of undercover 
Channel Four journalists. 

Strictly speaking it appears they did 
not break any parliamentary rules but 
that probably says as much about the 
rules as it does about the way things get 
done in our democracy. 

The former defence secretary Tom 
King was on the radio, defending appro¬ 
priately enough, the behaviour of our 
elected representatives. 

He said it is important for MPs to earn 
a living and get whatever experience of 
the real world of work they can to enrich 
the debate in the mother of all parlia¬ 
ments. 

And he reminded us they are not as 
well paid as other elected members 
round the world. 

This is a fairly standard line to trot out 
in defence of a group of workers whose

basic pay is something in the region of 
three times the average take home sal¬ 
ary. 

Much like bankers, you have to pay top 
dollar or we won’t get able candidates, 
said Tom King. 

It’s funny how that line of argument 
isn’t used for health workers, teachers, 
firefighters and police. 

In our work orientated society, which 
is supposed to be about opportunity but 
is actually about keeping a roof over 
your head, an MP’s salary ought to 
reflect the most commonly earned pay 
level - as a matter of principle. 

And if businesses want to employ an 
MP they should apply to a parliamenta¬ 
ry committee that will allocate them a 
suitable one.

Bone lifts lid off the Commons 


REPORTER Lawrence John spoke to 
Wellingborough and Rushden MP 
Peter Bone about being filmed for 
the BBC’s Inside the Commons 


Peter Bone MP could, according to 
Andy Warhol’s theory, have already 
used up his 15 minutes of fame after 
appearing in the BBC’s four-part 
documentary Inside the Commons. 

However, when the cameras 
stopped rolling far from disappear¬ 
ing, the Wellingborough & Rushden 
representative ( pictured ) went back 
to doing what he has been since May 
2005 - being an MP. 

Mr Bone was one of 12 backbench 
MPs to be filmed over the course of a 
year by the BBC for the documenta¬ 
ry by Michael Cockerell who was 
given unparalleled access to the 
House of Commons. 

The series was billed as taking ‘an 
unprecedented look at the heart of 
British democracy in the run up to 
the 2015 general election’. 

Speaking about the experience of 
being part of the TV show, Mr Bone 
said: “Some MPs they spent more 
time with than others and one of 
those they followed was me. 

“Out of all the film they recorded 
there must have been 440 hours they 
did not use. 

“I thought the programme gave a 


very good sense of what it is like in 
the Palace of Westminster. 

“When they filmed myself they 
covered the EU ballot which was 
organised by Corby Parliamentary 
Conservative candidate Tom 
Pursglove, myself and Kettering MP 
Philip Hollobone. 

“They filmed my wife Jennie in the 
constituency and what she does 
there and all sorts of things I was 
doing such as when I appeared on 
Have I Got News For You. 

“When something like this is being 
made you, as well as all the other 
MPs who were being filmed, have to 
trust the documentary makers and I 
think they did a really good job. 

“I thought they produced some¬ 
thing which I recognised and would 


give people an overview of what 
goes on inside the Commons. I think 
the documentary made Parliament 
more human. 

“What was good is they followed 
backbench MPs around and did not 
focus on the frontbench which 
always gets the media attention. 

“Watching myself on television 
was a strange sensation as you 
always think you look better than 
you do. 

“I have not heard anyone criticis¬ 
ing it and when it was first raised 
should we allow the cameras in I 
was all in favour of it. 

“This documentary only scratched 
the surface. 

“I hope they do another 
programme about Parliament.”

Biggest shake up 
of council agreed

Plans to outsource all 
services and make cuts of 
£68 million have been 
approved by Northampton¬ 
shire County Council. 

The authority has agreed to 
make cuts to fire and rescue 
services, libraries, waste 
management and adult social 
care, in the aim of trimming 
the £68m from its budget in 
2015/16 alone. 

Councillors also approved 
the ‘Council Plan’ in which 
the authority will, over the 
next five years, outsource all 


its frontline services to social 
enterprises. This means four 
outside bodies will be set up 
to run the council’s services 
and will see the authori¬ 
ty’s core workforce 
reduced from 4,000 to 
150 as it simply 
becomes a commis¬ 
sioner of services. 

The four new 
bodies are for child 
protection, care of 
vulnerable adults, 
providing health and 
well-being services 
improving the county. 

Council leader Cllr fim 
Harker said: “The traditional 


model of local government 
not only no longer works 
financially but also doesn’t 
meet the needs of citi¬ 
zens any more. We 
are serving people 
with a new set of 
expectations 
about how they 
receive goods 
and services 
with an expecta¬ 
tion of greater 
individual choice 
and more responsive¬ 
ness. Our new model will 
not only help rise to these 
expectations but do so in a 
way which is affordable.”

Hero cop ‘surprised’ by online reaction 


The hero cop who saved a 
baby girl’s life while 
investigating a burglary has 
spoken of his surprise at the 
reaction he has received on 
social media. 

PC Dec Gabriel, of 
Northants Police, hit nation¬ 
al newspaper headlines on 
Monday after he shared on 
Twitter the moment he 
saved 12-month-old Chloe. 

The police constable had 
been at a crime scene near 
Kingsley Park Terrace in 
Northampton on Saturday 
night with his colleague PC 
Amy Diment when he saw a 
woman running out of her 
house screaming. 

He rushed over to her and 
she told him her baby had 


fitted and stopped breath¬ 
ing. 

PC Gabriel sprinted inside 
the house, saw the baby 
slumped on the bed, and 
performed emergency first 
aid before speeding her to 
Northampton General 
Hospital. 

Two hours later, the heroic 
officer was given the 
wonderful news that the 
baby girl was alive, and that 
it was his actions which 
saved her. 

Since then, the news of 
his heroic actions have gone 
viral, something PC Gabriel 
says he never expected. 

“I have been extremely 
surprised by the reaction. I 
thought my tweets were 


going to stay local like most 
of them do!” he said. 

“It really was sheer luck 
that we happened to be 10 
yards from her and I’m so 
happy that the baby is alive. 

“The mum was so thank¬ 
ful and kept saying she 
owes me her life. 

“I do want to stress 
though that that it was a 
team effort. My collegue PC 
Diment organised all the 
transport to hospital and did 
a great job. 

“These days I think police 
get a lot of bad press. 

“We work extremely hard 
and extremely long hours 
with very little thanks. 

“So it’s great this shows 
we are doing good work.” 


Five year plan 
to be the best

A five-year-plan has 
been launched to make 
schools in the county 
‘amongst the best and 
highest performing’ in 
the country by 2020. 

JimHarker, Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council 
leader, said there was a 
budget of £1 million per 
year for the next five 
years for schools to bid 
for money if they put for¬ 
ward their ideas for 
improvement. 

Cllr Harker said: “This 
all came about 18 
months ago when North¬ 
amptonshire Schools 
were not doing as well as 
the national average. 

“We have found, and it 
was confirmed by 
OFSTED, that North¬ 
amptonshire has 67 per 
cent or two-thirds of 
schools good or out¬ 


standing but that means 
one third were in need of 
help. 

“This means 27 per 
cent of primary schools 
were inadequate or in 
need of improvements. 

“This is not good 
enough and it needs 
to change. 

“What we 
want is pupils 
to achieve 
better quali¬ 
fications and 
get them bet¬ 
ter prepared 
for life and 
jobs.” 

Figures obtained 
by the council show 
early years learning 
pupils in the county are 
above the national aver¬ 
age but when they get to 
Key Stage three and four 
(GCSE) they are below 
the national average. 

Cllr John McGhee, 
Labour leader on the 
county council, said: 


“It’s all well and good to 
issue notices to under- 
performing schools and 
for them to draw up 
plans to raise standards, 
but our schools need the 
resources to be able to 
take effective action to 
improve. 

“You can’t be 
serious about 
improving 
schools 
when you 
fail to pro¬ 
tect their 
funding.” 
Former dep¬ 
uty PM, Michael 
Heseltine said he 
‘welcomed’ the new 
drive by the county 
council ‘hugely’, 

He said: “There are 
young people who for all 
sorts of reasons can’t get 
jobs. 

“This is because their 
literacy and numeracy is 
not up to employing 
standards.”

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CCTV is released 
in murder appeal

Detectives investigating the murder of Jon 
Casey have released CCTV images of potential 
witnesses and are urging them to contact 
police. 

Mr Casey, 35, was found seriously injured in 
Barrack Road, Northampton, at about 5.30pm 
on Friday, January 16. He died in Northampton 
General Hospital a short time later. 

Officers believe a number of people who 
were in the area of Barrack Road around the 
time of Mr Casey’s murder, may have impor¬ 
tant information that will help with the inves¬ 
tigation. 

Detective Inspector Louise Hemingway is 
hoping the people pictured in the CCTV will 
see the appeal and get in touch. 

She said: “We have spoken to a number of 
people who were in the area that evening but 
there are still more that we haven’t been able 
to trace and who we believe may be able to 
help us. 

“They may have seen or heard something 
that on its own appears insignificant but, 
when pieced together with other information, 
could be hugely important, and I urge them to 
call us. 

“I must stress that the people we are asking 
to come forward are witnesses only and any¬ 
thing they tell us will be treated in the strictest 
confidence. 

“The 10 images are of people walking in 
Barrack Road between 5.15pm and 5.20pm on 
Friday, January 16 who we have yet to speak to 


and would very much like to make contact 
with. 

“If this is you or you recognise anyone, 
please call the major crime team on 101 as 
soon as possible.” 

The images show: 

■Photo 1: 5.13pm - a man walking up the 
right-hand side of Hester Street towards 
Barrack Road 

■Photo 2: 5.14pm - a man and woman are 
walking up the right-hand side of Hester Street 
in the direction of Barrack Road 

■Photos 3 & 4: 5.17pm - two young people on 
bikes are riding down Hester Street in the 
direction of Semilong Road 

■Photo 5: 5.18pm - a person is walking 
down Hester Street in the direction of 
Semilong Road. They may have passed Mr 
Casey and the suspects nearer the top of 
Hester Street 

■Photo 6:5.18pm - two people are in Barrack 
Road walking in the direction of Hester Street. 
They may have passed Mr Casey and the 
suspects, although on the opposite side of the 
road

The 43-year-old was quick to take 
to Twitter and respond to viewers 
who drew links between the badge 
and terrorist group, by posting links to 
the ISIS Business Solutions website.

Ban for ‘love 
note’ teacher

A teacher has been banned from 
the classroom for four years 
after telling a pupil he was 
‘falling in love with her’. 

Ross Patrick Clark, 39, who 
taught at Prince William School 
in Oundle {pictured), has been 
struck off after a disciplinary 
panel heard how he told the pupil 
that he was ‘falling in love with 
her’, delivered a handwritten 
letter to her home and gave her 
£500 in cash. 

He also sent five inappropri¬ 
ate emails to her, one of 
which said that he was 
‘crying’ and that he was 
‘weak’, ‘pathetic 
‘unfair’ and a ‘terrible 
person’. 

In another email he 
said: “I’m going to 
smoke a couple of joints 
and miss out most of 
tomorrow.” 

The National Council for 
Teaching and Leadership (NCTL) 
found him guilty of unacceptable 
professional conduct. 

The hearing heard how Mr Clark 
‘cared for’ the girl pupil, and that 
her feelings ‘were important to 
him’. 

The girl told the hearing that 
what Mr Clark said in his first 
email - about him ‘falling in love 
with her’ - was ‘inappropriate’ 
and ‘unsettling’ because he was a 
teacher. 

The hearing also heard how in 
one of the emails Mr Clark told 
the girl that he had a ‘feeling that 
he wanted to escape, run away’.

He then told her he was 
receiving medical treat¬ 
ment. 

All of the allega¬ 
tions took place 
between November 
2013 and March last 
year. 

NCTL deputy direc¬ 
tor, Alan Meyrick, said: 
“These were serious 
allegations against Mr 
Clark. His behaviour fell 
significantly short of the stand¬ 
ards expected of the profession. 

“. . .1 consider that a four year 
review period will allow a suffi¬ 
cient time period for Mr Clark to 
develop the necessary insight 
and reflection to address his seri¬ 
ous departure from the personal 
and professional conduct 
elements of the Teachers’ 
Standards.” 

Mr Clark has been banned for a 
minimum of four years. After that 
period, he will be allowed to seek 
a return to teaching. 

He has the right to appeal the 
decision at the High Court.

The birth of a new 
shopping centre...

The Northants H&P has 
been trawling through the 
archives and has come 
across these fascinating 
pictures of Weston Favell 
Shopping Centre in the 
1970s. 

The 40-year-old facility 
was first opened in 1974 by 
David Jacobs, who was the 
presenter of 1960s peak¬ 
time BBC show Juke Box 
Jury. 

When it opened, it was 
compared to some of the 
finest shopping centres in 
Europe, housing 50 retailers 
and 1,200 parking spaces. 

It also claimed bragging 
rights at the time for the 
largest supermarket in 
Europe, Tesco, which is still 
there today day. 

In the lower mall, the 
centre housed a hairdresser, 
bookmakers, stationery 
shop, insurance broker and 
two banks. 

The upper floor included 
the Tesco store, Supa Centre, 



Swinging Sporran pub, a TV 
rental service, video shop 
and butchers to name a few. 

Forty years later, it still 
maintains its reputation as 
a central hub for the 
community and is currently 
the second biggest shopping 
centre in Northampton. 

This year is a big year one 
for the facility as it will 
undergo a much-needed 
£4 million refurbishment. 


Work started this month, 
and will eventually intro¬ 
duce a re-brand, new 
entrances and exits, a new 
feature square on the lower 
mall, improved signage and 
decoration works to the 
external facade and pedes¬ 
trian walkways. 

So, as we look forward to 
the changes, let’s look back 
on its first 10 years in 
photos.

Fotuali’i relishing battle 
for jersey with Dickson

Kahn Fotuali’i said he welcomes 
the competition with Lee Dickson 
for the Saints scrum-half shirt 
after the latter was left out of the 
England squad for the Six 
Nations. 

Fotuali’i has been restricted to 
just seven starts for Saints this 
season, compared to Dickson’s 14, 
while he also missed four weeks of 
action with an injury last month. 

The Samoan international may 
have been expecting a more regu¬ 
lar run in the side with Dickson on 
England duty but said the duo 
thrive off each other’s presence 
and believes the club’s rotation 
policy has worked well for the 
Saints since he joined in 2013. 

“We feed off each other and we 
get on quite well,” Fotuali’i said. 

“That competition is good and I 
always find that you’ve got to keep 
players honest. 

“When you’re kept honest you 
work harder at a lot of things 
where you probably would slack 
off a little bit, so it’s good. 

“Obviously I got a bit more of a 
run of games [when Dickson was 
on international duty] but it’s 
good having him here as he’s a 
leader of the squad. 

“We get a couple of games here 
and a couple of games off rotating. 

“It works well for the team, both 
of us would like to play week in, 
week out but it works physically 
for us, our squad and the team. 

“It’s working well so why change 
something that’s working?” 



Fotuali’i admitted he was sur¬ 
prised to see his team-mate not 
get a Six Nations opportunity after 
Dickson was included in England’s 
squad for the autumn interna¬ 
tionals. 

He instead had to make do with 
captaining the second string 
England Saxons squad who beat 
Irish Wolfhounds 18-9 in Cork last 
month. 

“I’m not too sure why he’s not 
involved with England at the 
moment,” said Fotuali’i. 

“Lee’s been playing very well, 
he’s a great leader and his kicking 


game is awesome. 

“Last year he was on form and in 
the autumn he made the initial 
squad and then sort of got pushed 
out the back. I couldn’t see why as 
he was playing well. 

“I guess the English coaches are 
looking at other players or differ¬ 
ent styles of play with the other 
half backs they have. He’s just got 
to focus on his job here where he 
can control his performances. 

“Hopefully the players around 
him, the forwards and backs and 
Stevie Myler, can all help him out 
and hopefully a couple more 


months down the track he might 
get a chance to get in.” 

• Saints have signed another 
scrum-half - Cornish Pirates’ Tom 
Kessell - for the 2015/16 season. 

The 25-year-old will make the 
step up from the Championship 
after making more than 100 
appearances for the Penzance 
based outfit, and has signed a 
short-term deal with Bristol in the 
meantime.

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Wilder will attack 
to tame Shrews

Chris Wilder said his Northampton 
Town side will take the game to 
Shrewsbury Town on Saturday as 
they aim to become the first team to 
beat them on their home patch in 
the league this season. 

Shrewsbury are currently second in 
League Two after ten wins and three 
draws from their 13 matches at the 
Greenhous Meadow - a feat which 
puts them alongside Chelsea as one 
of only two teams with unbeaten 
home records in the top four divi¬ 
sions. 

However, the Cobblers travel to 
Shropshire having won six of their 
last eight matches and after getting 
back to winning ways against York 
City at the weekend, Wilder said his 
side would continue with their 
attacking approach. 


“We’d love to be the first team who 
goes there and gets a win,” said the 
Northampton manager. “I think a 
couple of teams have come close but 
it’s always open for somebody to 
smash that record. 

“Everyone who has watched us 
recently knows we’ve been going for 
games and we will do on Saturday. 

“Their home form and results have 
suggested that they’ve steamrolled 
over the majority of teams, if not all, 
but we need to go and get a result and 
I think we will play on the front foot. 

“We don’t sit back and shut up shop. 
“As always when you’re away you 
can’t be gung-ho and make the game 
as open as sometimes you do at 
home, but we’ve got attacking players 
in our team. 

“Our full backs are attack minded 
and our front four, whatever it is, will 
want to go and attack. I think it’ll be 
a really good game and one we’re 
looking forward to. 

“It’s set up for a very entertaining, 


open game and I believe that there 
will be a lot of quality players on the 
pitch on Saturday. They’ve got quali¬ 
ty right the way through the team 
and we’ve also got some players who 
are showing some really good signs 
and are in good nick.” 

Shrewsbury were relegated from 
League One last season but after 
appointing Micky Mellon in the sum¬ 
mer they are well placed for an 
immediate return, currently lying 
just three points behind leaders 
Burton Albion. 

Wilder doesn’t expect that position 
to change by the end of the season 
and thinks they will be right in the 
mix for the league title. 

“They’re in pole position to go up 
and I fully expect them to go up,” 
said Wilder. “But hopefully they’ll 
have to gain another three points 
from someone else after Saturday. 

“I think it’s between those two, 
Burton and Shrewsbury [for the 
title]. I think Shrewsbury have got 


the stronger squad in terms of per¬ 
sonnel but it’s going to be tight 
between them. 

“Their home form has been key to 
that but I’ve seen them on numerous 
occasions and they’ve been excellent 
value for their position. They have 


been consistent and deserve to be 
where they are. 

“They’ll be looking to maintain that 
with another home win but we’re in 
decent nick and in Micky’s inter¬ 
views, he’ll be looking at our team 
and he won’t underestimate us.”

Tom Reed says the Cobblers have plenty to play 
for at League Two’s second placed club 
Shrewsbury after York City are brushed aside. 

This Saturday’s match at Shrewsbury Town 
will be a barnstormer for Northampton after 
the 3-0 victory over York City.

Northampton look set to be backed by a large 
away following in the English border town, the 
scene of Cobblers’ “great escape” in 1993. 

Yet this time the play-offs, rather than relega¬ 
tion, are on the agenda after Northampton put 
in a performance of controlled power to see off 
Russell Wilcox’s York side. 

Ex-Cobbler Wilcox raged at his players post¬ 
match but, as a part of Graham Carr’s Division 
Four winning outfit, he should understand 
that there are times when one team simply 
blows away another. Cobblers are now the top 
scorers in the division with 51 goals. 

It was doubtful that any cheer would out- 
power the roar for the York fans who cycled all 


the way to Sixfields in memory 
of Cobblers fan David 
Henderson who passed away 
in the corresponding match 
last year. 

Yet the shoe army tested the 
decibel-meter after just four 
minutes when Chris Hackett 
chipped over Bobby Olejnik. 

Hackett proved more rapid 
than the Vienna born Olejnik 
and pounced on a moment’s 
confusion between the 
Austrian stopper and Malvind 
Benning to scoop home the 
opener. 

Ryan Cresswell should have 
notched the first moments 
earlier but his free header 
from a Hackett free-kick went 
over. 

York attempted to counter 
but their play, although neat, 
was ultimately disjointed. Josh Carson proved 
a keen ball carrier but lost focus in the final 
third and Emile Sinclair did a job of being both 
interested and uninterested in the ball at the 
same time. Meanwhile, Cobblers’ Jason Taylor 
won the battle of the baldies over midfield 
enforcer Russ Penn. 

On 20 minutes, Lawson D’Ath tested Olejnik 


with a dipping shot that the Peterborough loa¬ 
nee keeper clawed away high to his right. 

Chris Wilder’s half-time talk was, most likely, 
relaxed on a cold but sunny day at Sixfields and 
Cobblers started the second half as brightly as 
they had the first. 

Brendan Moloney has been a revelation since 
joining from Yeovil on a three-and-a-half-year 


deal and sealed the man-of-the-match award 
with a 48th minute strike. The former 
Nottingham Forest Reserves captain collected 
a ball on the edge of the York box before send¬ 
ing a sweetly struck drive past the despairing 
Olejnik from 18 yards. 

York again attempted a fightback of sorts but 
a Keith Lowe header was saved low by Matt 
Duke and then Wes Fletcher blasted over on 55 
minutes. 

Wilcox responded by bringing on Italian U20 
international Diego Di Girolamo but, with 
Cobblers’ Ricky Holmes in such scintillating 
form, it was the man from Essex who won the 
day over the player linked to Juventus. 

Holmes drew a penalty from Benning in the 
67th minute, yet Marc Richards’ spot-kick was 
well saved down to his right by Olejnik. 

But Northampton weren’t finished, with sub¬ 
stitute Ivan Toney - whose introduction would 
have pained a desperate Wilcox - sliding an 
88th minute goal home for a 3-0 rout. The 
build-up to the 18-year-old’s strike was quietly 
impressive and conducted at walking pace as 
Holmes chipped for Darren Carter to lay back 
for Toney to finish proceedings with his laces.

Shwan Jalal said his decision to link up with 
Chris Wilder again was a ‘no brainer’ after the 
goalkeeper joined Northampton Town until 
the end of the season. 

The 31-year-old Iraq born stopper signed a 
short term deal at Sixfields on Tuesday after he 
was released by Bury at the start of the month, 
having made eight appearances for the Shakers 
since joining last summer. 

Jalal admitted the spell following his release 
had been uncertain but he jumped at the oppor¬ 
tunity to work with Wilder once more, having 
had a spell on loan at Oxford shortly before the 
boss quit the U’s to take the Cobblers job. 

“It was a worrying time but you’ve got to have a 
bit of confidence in yourself,” said Jalal. “With 
my CVI was always quite confident I would get 
something. 

“I had a few offers and the thing that swayed it 
for me was the fact I’ve worked with the man¬ 
ager before. 

“The gaffer got in contact with me after I left 
Bury and asked if I’d be interested and I jumped 
at the chance. I know him from Oxford last year 
and I had a good relationship with him so it was 
a no brainer. 

“He let the goalkeepers do what they needed to 
do and I’ve enjoyed the whole vibe you get 
around the changing room. Already I can see 
that they’re a great bunch and I’m looking for¬ 
ward to getting on with the job in hand. 

“You can see that the players are high in confi¬ 


dence and talking about what they still want to 
achieve this season, so you can see the confi¬ 
dence is brimming.” 

Matt Duke has been the Cobblers’ first choice 
keeper since regaining his place from the now 
departed Tottenham Hotspur loanee Jordan 
Archer at the end of November, and Jalal knows 
he will have to battle for a place in the side. 

While his current deal is only until the end of 
the season, he said his goal is to try and impress 
and potentially earn himself a longer term con¬ 
tract in the summer. 


“The manager has made 
that clear to me,” he said. 

“The team are on a really 
good run of results and 
Dukey’s got the shirt. For me 
it’s [a case of] train well 
every day and just stay in 
the manager’s thoughts. If 
anything does happen I’ll be 
ready to play. 

“At the minute it’s too early 
to think about anything 
long term. The club, myself 
and the manager are just 
trying to see what happens 
at the end of the season and 
fingers crossed we can get 
into the play-offs. 

“Once that’s died down 
they’ll assess what’s going to 
happen but as with every 
player you’ve got ambitions 
to earn another contract so 
we’ll see how it goes.” 

Jalal’s signing came after 
20-year-old stopper Dean 
Snedker had his contract terminated, with the 
youngster now set to join Conference North 
neighbours Brackley Town. 

“We needed someone in to battle for the first 
team spot between now and the end of the sea¬ 
son,” said Wilder. “Shwan is someone I’ve known 
for a long time, I had him on loan at Oxford. 

“He’s had a couple of promotions at 
Bournemouth, is an experienced keeper and is 
at the right age so it gives us a good opportunity 
to look at him between now and the end of the 
season to see where we go next year.”
